THE BALANCES of £.573,420. 8(. £.63,393. f 

j^.20,635. 4 f. ^ d .'. Bated, in the Account of the “ Public Income of lasLAND, 
delivered to the Houfe by me laft Seffion. to have been on 25th December 1800 in the 
Hands of the Colleftors of the Revenue, Scamps, and Poll Office, refpedlively, were 
made out according to the beft of my Judgment from the Materials that were then 
laid before me, confifting of Official Documents tranfmitted to me from Ireland, 
checked to a certain Degree by the verbal Information of Officers of the Irllh Revenue 
then in London. But from the Manner in which they were made up, it never was in- 
tended 
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tended that they ftiould ftand as Aflual Charges againft the femal Collegers ; nor could 
they be confidered as any Thing more than Eftimated Balances, as -will appear from the 
Notes annexed to the faid Account, and from feveral of the Sums of which it is com- 
pofed being exprefsly dated in that Atcount to be Suppofed Sums only : Thefe Balances, 
which were only Eftimated Sums, do not admit of any Comparifon by which they can be 
reconciled with thofe of the Account of the Irifti Revenue prefented this Year, which 
appears to be not an Eftimated but an Afcertained Account made up in the proper 
Offices. 

With refpefi however to the Diffe/ence between the Balances in the Department of 
the Revenue, as they feverally ftood is the Account prefented by me above-mentioned, 
and in the Account of the Public Income of Ireland, prefented to the Houfe this Year, 
the Difference may be at once reduced to ^.47,113. i j. by obferving that in 

my Account I had carried a Sum (rf 98,136. 6 s. n to the Charge of the Col- 
leftors, arifingfrom Bills paid over by them to the Receiver General, but not then due; 
whereas the fame Sum, in the Accouni prefented this Year, is carried to the Charge of 

the Receiver General, and the Colleftors ftand wholly dlfcharged of it. It being further 

ordered, that my Account of the Baances of laft Year fliould be reconciled both with 
the Account tranfmkted from Ireland of the Balance of this Year, and with the 
Vouchers (A.) and (B.) annexed to it, between which Vouchers and the Account iifelf 
there is a confiderable apparent Difference, I beg leave to obferve, that the above- 
mentioned Sum of 98,136. ,6r. iij^. appears on the .Face of the Voucher to have 
been by Miftake Twice charged againft the Colledtors, viz. Once in the Sum of 

526,307. 6r. 41a'. carried to their Charge in that Voucher as theTotalBalar.ee 
againft them ; and then again as a feparate Charge under the Head of ‘‘ Bills not due.” 
This Circumftance is therefore the CaaFe of the apparent Difference between the'Balance 
ftated in the Account and that which is ftated in the Voucher, as will appear evident 
by adding the faid Sum of ^.98,136. 6r. I! to the Sum of 428,17b. 
the Balance charged in the Account itfelf, which will make precifely the Sum of 
.-,^•526,307. 6 s. 44 being the, Balance charged in the Voucher.
